The Balloon.in Lord Foley’s garden was yelterday endea- 

voured to be filled, in order to.try how far it was practicable 
to make it mount, .but unfortunately the Balloon caught fire in 
the experiment, and was confumed.. Whether, like a phe- 
nix, a,new Balloon will rife from its afhes, time will deter- 
mine, 444 ; : 
The immenfe balloon lately preparing in Lord Foley’s garden, 
was made.of a coarfe.linen cloth, about 14 d. a yard, and con- 
tained nearly, 3500 yards,which was painted over with boiled oil, 
as a varnith. Its dimenfinus were, 80 feet broad by 84 feet high. 
‘There was an aperture at the bottom of it, of about 50 feet in 
circumference, in which was fixed an iron net and pan to hold 
the materials requifite for its inflation; and ovet which was a tin 
cover, divded, which .opgnzdby binges, and.was to aét a3 an éx- 
tinguifher, in cafe of neceflity. Below this was hooked a galle- 
ry of net-work, upwards of 70 feet in circumference, which 
was kepropen by light ‘ftrips of deal, and bamboo cane ; in 
which’ gallery was ro be placed a magazine of {traw, tied up in 
fmall parcels, ready to keep up the inflation. ‘Thcy likewife 
had a large quantity of reétified fpirits of wine, tied up in a 
number of s(heep's bladders, which at any ‘time, when fet on 
fire in the pan, would give them an immenfe afcent, As the 
greatalt dar ger would be that of taking fire, they had four hand- 
engines.with thems and as it was computed the balloon would be 
capable of taking up 16,0¢QJb, weight, they migh: take water e- 
nough. Four perfons were to po up in it. . They fuppofed they 
could inflate. ic ipa quarter of an hour. Its weight was 
computed at two,tons. No perfon who has not feeu it can 
have an idea of fo immenfe a globe.
